What Arc They Waiting l or? 


W/HEN PAUL HELLYER, once seoond-in-com- 
’V ma nri j n itie Trudeau administration but now 
an indepeudetvt renegade, blocked Joint Munro's 
bill to reconstruct the family allowance system last 
Friday, it rtilistituted'a Iui<i! manoeuvre in the par¬ 
liamentary rout that has been the experience of the 
government during tins session 

Secretly, many Liberals were grateful to Mr. 
Helper for tlii'iiwmg up the procedural roadblock 
4 against this controversial measure And so were 
members of other parties who hadn't the courage 
to commit themselves to outright opposition of a 
dubious baby bonus formula 

But when the House rose for its summer 
recess Mr Munro's family allowances program, 
with the objectionable means-test section, was left 
in limbo, it was only one of a clutter of government 
bills abandoned during a session When so much had 
been promised. Of the 29 major legislative mea¬ 
sures on tile program, as animuts'ed in the Speech 
from the Throne, ontv eight were law when the 
Commons rose to depart on a 1J weeks vacation. 

If, as many surmise, Prime Minister Trudeau 
wilt call a fall election, the government is likely to 
be .left with ibis sad record of npu-aivomplishmeiit. 

ro adrplo.its discomfort. June statistics show 
another sad picture of unemployment, with usually 
siaiile Ontario tin* only section of the country con¬ 
tributing to the increased jobless figure 191,000 of 
the nation's lotal of 568,0iki That was nearly 
40,000 more out of work in Hie province than in the 
month previous. 


The reason for the continuing sluggishness in 
job opportunities is the general economic “malaise 
that government policies have done nothing lo re¬ 
lieve. Nor does the vast accumulation of evidence 
of Us failure have the slightest impact on an ad- 
ministration confirmed in Itie lielief that unemploy¬ 
ment is one of the better w ays of fighting inflation. 

The contention of Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield that the government function is to create 
initiative, thereby providing belter productivity 
and, as a result, more job opportunities is not a 
theory that appeals to Mr. Trudeau. Neither do 
suggestions of controls, rather Ilian guidelines, of 
wages, profits, prices, rents and interest rates. 

Staring the Ottawa administration in the face 
are such disturbing statistics as those on bankrupt¬ 
cies in May: 320 compared with 2-18 in April, repre¬ 
senting liabilities of $25.2 million and $23.4 million 
respectively. 

Not significant? These figures are higher than 
any since the dark days of depression in the early 
century. 

If they fail to shake the government, perhaps 
Dun and Bradstreet’s credit reporting agency 
records for 1971 should have had a sobering effect. 
They show that 2,627 businesses faded in the 
country in 1970 compared with 2,287 in 1969, with 
liabilities at $277 million compared with $264 re¬ 
spectively. This trend continues. 

in such a situation i,t is hard lo apply I lie 
ilieory that they also serve who only sit and wail.

P OLITICS POLLUTION b spreading alarmingly 
over Ihe Alaska oil tanker spill threat and it is 
time some niopjiing up was started. Co-operation at 
all levels of government on both sides of the border 
is demanded if the Inevitable accidents and result¬ 
ing shoreline damage are lo lie kept tu a minimum. 

A willingness to work together is demon- 
’'strated In the provincial and stale governments of 
Hi Iiish Columbia and Washington in Hie signing of a 
“memorandum of concern" over Ihe coming 
stepped-up Alaska tanker traffic through adjoin¬ 
ing waieis Premier Bennetl and Governor Exaiis 
did not specify what joint action would he taken, 
lint lhex agreed that a muled effort was necessary. 
How it will lie worked out probably won’t he 
known until ihe sad day conies when one of the 
huge, ai riels from Valdez gels into trouble. 

It i ah only.be hoped that their seeing eye-to- 
eye some of the problems coming will result in 
some effective effort. 

They are making hinds available with Premier. 
Benneli pledging Briiish Columbia’s $24.3 million 
major disaslei fund to finance the province’s share 
of work. Governor Evans is planning a per-barrel 
surcharge on all oil entering Washington to proxide 
sjiill-Hgiiiing financing. 

The lliiug now is to wink out tile extent and 
areas of responsibility to is 1 shared. 


Governor Evaiis is wrong in stating “we are 
the ones” on whose* shoulders it falls to reduce Hie 
spill threat as much as jiossihle and carry out the 
clean-up. 

He is reported to have made this statement at 
the time of Hie signing of the B C-Washington 
"agreement.” It was in response to scoffing re- 
marks by Canaria's Environment Minister Jack 
L>axis who said it was of little use because such 
agreements come within federal jurisdiction in 
hoi it Canada and the United States. Governor 
Evans allowed himself to be traiijied, but not Pre¬ 
mier Bennett who rightly accused the federal min¬ 
ister of playing “partisan jxilitics” which, he added, 
"has no place here.” 

Governor Evans is w rong, too, in saying, “The 
uii doesn’t lap at the nalionai capitals " It most cer¬ 
tainly' does, figuratively. And the federal govern¬ 
ments, tie toi gets, can fed the mucky sniff. The 
coast guard services of isith countries are federal 
operations. And to them, along wilh ihe communi¬ 
cations agencies of the iwo national governments, 
must go a major jiarl of Ihe responsibility in pre¬ 
vention and clean-up. 

But there are areas of obligation for the sec¬ 
ondary levels of government, loo And instead of 
more words, let there lx- more action with togeth¬ 
erness agreements all.round.

What happened was no surprise to Young, who feels that 
the entry might well have lieen more than 300 hud it not been 
obvious early that the limit was to lie exceeded He predicted 
that it was likely that the entry would lie considerably more 
than ‘200, hut other RUGA officials, never having had tins 
problem before in this tournament, must have written off the 
warning as home-town enthusiasm. In any event, no guide 
lines were set up to cope with Ihe situation which started to 
deveii»p a» soon as it was announced that Victoria tiad been 
selected as the site of the 1972 tournament. 

Officials expect no trouble in handling the 184 who will 
gel to try for the age-class championship. There will lie four¬ 
somes instead of threesomes and there will be two starts 
daily, uiili/ing both Ule first and 10th tees. The first half of 
the field will start teeing off at about 7:30 a m with 24 four¬ 
somes stalling on die first lee and 22 starting on the lodi lee. 
or vice versa . The other 92 golfers will start getting away 
around noon, and positions will he reversed on ihe second 
day.

Begin with slices of bread, 
French, rye or Italian loaves, 
unsliced white or wheat 
loaves, refrigerator rolls or 
biscuits. 

What have you got? Mak¬ 
ings for some glamorous n<»- 
velty breads to serve with a 
barbecue meal, soup or salad 
for easy summer living. 

Take slices of bread, for in¬ 
stance, spread the slices with 
cheese, seeds, herbs, your fa- 
vorite creamy mixtures, 
mayonnaise-type fillings, thi n 
stack, brush lops with oil or. 
butter and bake until heated 
through or the fillings are 
bubbly (Skewers will keep 
the loaf together until you are 
ready to take il apart • 

Or how about bread kebab 
to go with big bowl of soup 
or a supper salad? Make se¬ 
veral-deck sandwiches, cut 
ttnm Into quarters to form 
triangles, skewer them amP 
bake until golden 

Or if you want tasty 
dunkers for soup, cut the 
bread slices into strips, brush 
with oil or butter, sprinkle 
with setxis, herbs, seasoned 
salts, curry-flavored nuts, 
then toast. 

The genera] rule is to bake 
bread horizontally to make 
giant-size round thick slices of 
bread to take out to the patio 
for a barbecue meal. Brush 
the thick slices with butter, 
sprinkle the top with a bou¬ 
quet of seasoned salts, seeds, 
grated parmexan or [»arsley 
and cut into diamonds (not 
quite through to bottom t rust) 
and hmil. Diners simply pull 
the diamond sluqres apart.

Or make mink 
pizza using the roll slices. 

You also can cut rolls (hot 
dog or French i into batons. 
Then brush with oil. ml lin 
seeds. parsley, nuts or what¬ 
ever tastes good, and hake 
until toasted to serve with 
drinks or soups. 

Unshccd bread loaves can 
tie sliced thin, thick, in 
square8 or diamonds. The 
hi cad can lie filled and (he 
tops can he broiled or baked, 
topped with bacon slices to 
bring out to a barbecue. 

. Bulled bread also is ideal 
for a iiarbccue. Just fieei 
crusts from a day-old loaf, 
then with two forks, ^ull off 
crofswi.se slices, ubout 
Pi-jnches apart. Tear each 
piece into thirds and Iwke, 
turning often at 350 degrees 
about 10 to 15 minutes. Fulled 
bread also is excellent with 
supper stews, casseroles or 
soups. 

Refrigerator biscuits or 
.bmwn-and-serve rolls give the 
harbcciie cook a chance to lie 
different. Toj*» irf mils can lie 
sprinkled with seeds or nuts, 
or individual biscuits can he 
made into turnovers, filled 
with checsey mixtures, nuts’ 
or savory fruit, or turned into 
pizzas. 

Many of these breads can 
bo prepared ahead, and 
stored in the refrigerator or 
freezer until ready to bake or 
b>ast and serve Allow 10 or 15 
minutes extra for thawing if 
you heat breads from die 
freezer 

To reheat breads, wrap in 
foil and i>ake at 350 dcgii>es 
until heated through Breads 
dial cannot lie revitalized by 
re-heating can lie turned info 
c ii mb ins (or soups or made 
inlo crumbs for breading cut¬ 
lets. fish, hard-cooked eggs. 


or used as stuffing for poultry 
or fish. 

Breads' also can lie heated 
in a covered skillet. Place 
alxmt 2 tablespoons water in 
the skillet, add a trivet or 
steamer rack in the bottom, 
with mils on it. Cover and 
heat over low heat 10 minhies 
or until bread or rolls arc hot. 

Another method for heating 
oreads or rolls is to place 
them in a pajier l>ag. Cover 
tightly and tiake at 350 de¬ 
grees aitout 15 or 18 minutes 
or until bread is heated 
through. 

Plan on serving heated 
breads soon, for they tend to 
dry and cool rapidly.

■ Chickweed 


I have juat come In (mm the garden 
to reat my aching hack after doing bat¬ 
tle with chickweed, which muat aurely 
be the moat persistent of all our annual 
weeda. All through my gardening Mfe I 
have been plagued by thia peat, for 
hand-pulling chickweed under my 
mother’a watchful eye la about the flrit 
garden Job I can remember doing. 

Chickweed la Incredibly rapid In 
growth and while It ia not the leaat dif¬ 
ficult to pull up — there are no long tap 
roota like thiatlea and dandelion* - the 
diacournging thing about It la that weed¬ 
ing doesn’t aeem to eradicate It. You 
can hand-weed a flower bed juat aa 
clean aa a whistle, with not a trace of 
chickweed remaining, only to find a 
brand new crop of ft* stuff come pop¬ 
ping out of theground afew days later, 
a a a 

Thia la difficult for the home gar¬ 
dener to understand After all. If you 
pull up a row of radishes or marigolds 
or petunias before they go to seed, that 
la the last you see of them. How ts it 
possible, then, for chickweed plants to 
keep springing up even after the ground 
has been weeded a dozen times? 

Actually, this ia due to a clever trick 
on tha part of Mother Nature to guaran¬ 
tee the survival of her children 

If you were to count out and plant 
100 radiah seeds, chances are the wjjple 
hundred would he up and growing in 
aide of a week, barring, perhaps, one of 
two deffeotive seeds. Hut if you were to 
sow LOO of the tiny chickweed seeds, 


germination would he spotty and irregu¬ 
lar. A few of the plant* might show up 
promptly but certainly not the wltole 
hundred. 

Mother Nature is a w ise old girl and 
•he knows full well that bad weather 
ru^y kill off any one t batch of seedlings, 
or inimala or bugs might eat them, or 
the man with the hoe might come along 
and scuffle them off and that would be 
the end of the chickweed 

To protect the race, then, she ar¬ 
ranges for the chickweed seeds to ger¬ 
minate In dribs and drabs. Some of the 
hundred may come up in a week, some 
in a month, some in six months and 
some may take a year or more to gai'- 
minate. In this way, no matter what 
fate may overtake any given batch of 
seedlings, there are "delayed action” 
seeds left In the soil to come up Inter, 
poasibly when no dangers threaten and 
these will set seeds and pei-petuate the 
race. Thia ia why chickweed keeps com¬ 
ing up even in a carefully weeded bed. 


Another reason why thia weed is so 
troublesome Is because we hang up the 
hoe in the toolsheri as soon as the 
weather becomes miserable in the fell 
Chickweed is still coming up and scat¬ 
tering Its Infernal seeds when our 
keenness for garden work is at low ehh 
and it succeeds hi re-infesting our soil 
«t a time when we are more Interested 
In the Grey, (Tip playoffs than in weed¬ 
ing the garden. 

Fortunately, modern science has 


given us means of controlling chick- 
weed and some other weeds that have 
this peculiar delayed action germina¬ 
tion. There are chetnicala known as 
pre-ernergent weedkillers which, when 
applied to the aoll, will prevent seeds 
from germinating, killing them as they 
sprout. 

These chemicals, while fatfcl to 
sprouting seeds, are quite harmless to 
plants which are already up and grow¬ 
ing, hence they can he used In planted- 
up flower beds, around and under 
shrubs and trees and on bulb and aspar¬ 
agus l»edN. Packaged for home garden'- 
use. such chemicals are usually sold 
under the name Weed Preventer The 
cost is around |T BO for enough of the 
Utile yellow granules to do about 200 
square feet of garden and render It 
weedproof for one full sc atom.

lime Hie disadvantages, ,-rf course. 
For one thing, the beds must be very 
carefully seeded before treatment, for 
the chemical kills only the seeds, not I 
the growing 1 plants. For another, it has! 
no effect on the roots of perennial 1 
weeds such as dandelions and couch 1 
grass and thistles, these can all regen¬ 
erate and sprout from the roots In spit* 
of treatment 

Never use Weed Preventer on 
ground where you intend to sow flower 
or vegetable seeds, for it kills AN* 
seeds, not lust those of weeds and the 
effect lasts for one whole growing sea¬ 
son.

At his daily press briefing, 
Democratic national chair¬ 
man Larry O'Brien Issued his 
dally statement that "A unit¬ 
ed and well-financed Demo¬ 
cratic i»arty will go forward 
to victory In November.” 

O’Brien issued the state¬ 
ment from his tent on the 
beach in front of the Xanadu 
Motor Court, where he had 
moved three weeks ago after 
being evicted from his hotel 
suite for non-payment of rent,

O’Brien also pledged the 
great credentials fight would 
be resolved "very soon” — 
or, as he put It, "as very soon 
as I can raise ({17.80 to get 
them printed." 


The three reporters present 
cheered feebly. For he re¬ 
ferred, of course, to the great 
fight over press credentials 
This developed when the 
Demorrats derided to Issue 
press credentials daily, rather 
than for the entire convention. 


As it required 20 Uiurs of 
standing in line to gel a cre¬ 
dential the credential was a 
day old by the time the re¬ 
porter arrived at the conven¬ 
tion hall And the secret ser¬ 
vice was not about to allow 
anyone to enter with a day-old 
credential.
